Gays face negative 
biases from students

CSUS is a microcosm of larger 
society, according to Jeanette 
Robbins, president of CSUS’ Gay 
People's Union, and reflects the 
same social views and biases. And 
the pervasive attitude towards 
gays on Campus, she said, is that 
“it's not okay to be gay, that it's 
somehow wrong or sinful.” 

‘The primary function of the 
Gay People's Union is to combat 
that attitude, to tell gays that it's 
Okay to be gay and to provide a 
comfortable atmosphere for gays 
to intereact and provide mutual 
support,” she toid the Hornet 

There have been estimates that 
as much as 10 percent of the US 
population is gay. if this figure is 
valid, there may be about 2,000 
gays at CSUS However, there are 
50 people active in the GPU 

“That is because many are af- 
raid to affiliate with the GPU and 
become known particularly 
those in the dorms,” explained 
Robbins 

She cited a recent case in which 
a gay student was allegedly driven 
from the dorms by harassment 
from other dorm dweliers when it 
became known he was gay. And 
gays are exposed to other forms of 
discrimination and harassment at 
CSUS, according to Robbins. with 
“faggot - jokes” and general disap- 
Proval of gay lifestlyes being the 
most prevalent 

Robbins couldn't identify 
specific forms of institutional dis- 
crimination against gays at CSUS 
but stated that gays were 
nonetheless disenfranchised from 
Campus activities by the “pervasive 
attitude of disapproval of gay life - 
Styles.” 

“Gay students can't com- 
fortably participate in most social 
events on Campus. Joining frater- 
nitias and sororities for example, is 
Out of the question for those who 
fear the reaction should it be dis- 
covered they were gay,” Robbins 
stated 

Fear of discovery has not 
inhibited the trend towards greater 
gay activity in the political arena 
Last June, Sacramento's gay com-

A month - tong search for 
CSUS junior Khymbyrly 
Scruggs, missing from her Fair 
Oaks Boulevard and Howe 
Avenue apartment complex 
sincs Jan. 13, has turned up no 
new information, according to 
sheriff's department officials 

Scruggs was discovered 
missing by her roommate who 
returned to the apartment Jan 
13, at 11 am. to take her to 
Weinstock’s at Arden Fair 
where Scruggs was a part - time 
employee 

The front door was locked 
when she arrived, but Scruggs’ 
purse ard keys were found in 
the apartment. A laundry basket 
and some articles of clothing 
were discovered missing. There 
was no evidence to indicate 
forced entry 

Gerald Orth, 24, who has 
also been missing since Jan. 13, 
ig being sought in connection 
with Scruggs’ disappearance 
Orth's apartment faces

“If we can do our 
work in Our Own backyard, by get- 
ting Ourselves out to register and 
Out to vote, we can have a 
significant impact on the final 
analysis of how Jarvis || comes 
out

Scruggs’ and. sheriffs are 
hopeful that he may have seen 
or heard something. He is not 
however, a suspect, added the 
sheriff's officials 

Orth's car was found in front 
of a J Street restaurant and 
apartment near where he wes 
last seen entering a coffee shop 

Scruggs’ parents last spoke 
with her around noon on the 
day of her disappearance. She 
spoke of plans for the day, her 
mother reported, noting they 
have not heard from her since 
They have taken Scruggs car 
and belongings back to their 
home at Pismo Beach 

Rosea Scruggs, the 19 - year 

old's father, is a recently 
retired assistant chief of the 
California Highway Patrol. Both 
parents said they feel the inves- 
tigators are doing an “ex- 
cellent” job 

Scruggs previously attended 
Questa Community College. At 
CSUS she consistently made 
the Dean's Honor Roll but did 
not register for the spring

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Canadian election determined by Ontario voters

Ontario will be the swing 
province in the upcoming 
Canadian federal elections, 


predicted Vice Consul! of the 
Canadian Consulate General's of- 
fice in San Francisco Michael Finn, 
speaking before CSUS' Canadian 
Club last week 

“The election will be won or lost 
here,” Finn said of Ontario before 
the University Union audience. 
Since all 282 seats of the House of 
Commons are “up for grabs," On- 
tario will provide the deciding vote 
because of its 82 million 
population — out of Canada’s 23 
million — and a majority of 95 seats 
in the House, added Finn 

“It is the place in the country 
that is known for swinging from 
one leader to another or one party 
to another when it's unhappy,” 
Finn stated. “To compare that to 
Quebec, it (Quebec) is not a swing 
Province. It will vote solidly

liberal.” As an example, he cited 
the 1979 election in which 
Quebec's Liberal Party won 67 
seats out of 75 in Parliament 


Finn stated that besides the 
three major political parties, the 
Progressive Conservative led by 
Joe Clark {present Prime 
Minister), the Liberal Party led by 
Pierre Trudeau, and the New 
Democratic Party led by Edward 
Broadbent, a fourth party, the 
Social Credit Party led by Fabien 
Roy is expected to pick up a few 
seats. In order for a party to gain 
majority control it must take half 
the total number of Parliamentary 
seats plus one or 142 seats 


The present minority 
government under the leadership 
of Joe Clark, voted into power 
seven months ago, was defeated 
139-133 receiving a vote of no - 
confidence during recent budget 
Gebates. As a result, on December 
14, 1979, Parliament was dissolved 
and elections called for February 
18, 1980 

The opposition party ganged 
up on him and introduced a vote of 
non - confidence in the budget he

was trying to pass,” remarked 
Finn.

“He's from Alber- 
ta, a native son and all, but | sawa 
poll which put Trudeau ahead of 
Clark, even in Alberta, which kind 
of surprised me,” Finn added 


Finn suggested that the Libera! 
party had a good chance in the 
elections, citing major polls which 
showed Trudeau with 50 percent 
support and Joe Clark with 30 
percent or less before the events in 
Iran. Finn stated, however, that 
although there was a change after 
Iran the latest polis showed Pierre 
Trudeau with a 17 percent lead 
But he questioned whether the 
lead would be enough to give 
Trudeau a clear majority or 142 
seats 


‘In the Canadian system,” he 
said, “if you get 180 or 282 seats, 


you have such a crushing majority 
that you can push through any 
legislation without having to listen 
to the opposition. In a sense it is 
not terribly democratic,” Finn said 


Finn concluded his talk by say- 
ing he was not sure what the out- 
come of the elections would be 
since “the Canadian people are 
tired of politics at the moment 
because they have had so much 
politics in the last few years.” He 
added, “Winter is a bad time to 
have elections. Basically, elections 
are timed for the spring when 
people fee! good about life.”

legislators would vote for a 
cultivation for personal use bill if 
they thought their constituents 
would not disapprove of the move 
That's why we've turned to the 
initiative process. There's no real 
incentive for the legislators to give 
us the vote 

Another reason for the use of 
the initiative process centers on 
Senate Bill 184 According to 
Hollowell, the bill passed in 1979 
would allow cancer patients who 
are undergoing chemotherapy 
treatments to use marijuana to 
help alleviate problems associated 


with the treatments 

Hollowell says that marijuana 
works within one half an hour 
while the legal drug used to 
alleviate problems takes two days 
to work. He added that marijuana 
“doesn't get them as high as the 
legai substance 


But Hollowell and NORML fee! 
that the legislation passed will not 
help cancer patients. “They just 
make the procedure so arduous 


that no physician would bother 


with it. But that was a humane 
piece of legisiation — we had no ax 
to grind.”

Government Professor Joe Serna said, “! got the 
impression the negotiations were very, very 
delicate ' He added that the conference had to be 
viewed from the context of the presidential election 

It would be naive to think all this stuff nad noth- 
ng to do with the election,” Serna said 

During the conference, President Carter was 
asked if he thought it was proper to have reinstated 
the Shah of Iran in 1953 

That's ancient history,” said the President, ‘and! 

font think it's appropriate or heipful for me to go 

into the propriety of something that happened thirty 
years ago 

it's still not ancient history to the Iranians,” Dor- 
man said Further, Dorman said the United States 
had been fully warned when the shah was brought 
into the country for medical treatment, resulting in 
the taking of the hostages. The shah remains a cen- 
tral fiqure to the hostage problem, he contends 

Sociology Professor Thomas Kando who was in 
the midst of the Iranian - American debates last 
semester said. ‘| think that was very weil said. that's 
ancient history 

Certainly we have something to do with many 
things that have happened in the world and so does 
Russia. Western European countries and everybody 
else” Kando said “Why should we be so singled out 


as a Culprit for what happened then? 
The comment alone might hurt the 
negotiations, said Serna “Comments like that (an 
ient history) Could set the tranians off

Profs. discuss Carter’s politics 


Amundsen feels there is now genuine hope of 
solving the crisis and said, “Carter's silence on the 
matter is understandable and commendable.” 

Dorman said Carter “thinks he's done everything 
he can,” but claimed the United States had not ieft 
“every stone unturned” and cited early governmen- 
tal refusal to bring the matter before the United 
Nations and subsequent refusals of J/ranian 
proposals 


Fox said the notion that the United States had left 
no stone unturned, “does not accord with the truth.” 

“I'm ail in favor of having these hostages freed as 
SOON as possibie and say anything we have to free 
them,” Kando said. But Kando is apprehensive over 
the future of any conciliatory action in the Persian 
Gulf region 

‘The reality and the pragmatic needs takeover, so 
all of a sudden we're going to go to bed with acoun- 
try that has been terribly hostile with us, has insulted 
us, has rubbed our nose in it it's a fine line between 
principles and reaiism,” said Kando. He said he is 
put off by the ‘terrible lack of any moral principle 
that is reflected by this kind of wishy - washiness ' 

Kando said, ‘He (Carter) is handling the country's 
fate in a difficuit period, and he is also running for 
president " 

But, ‘Carter's political future could well hinge on 
the Iranian issue. Carter used the conference to tee 
off on campaign rhetoric, as he accused Kennedy of 
untrue and damaging statements about the iranian 
crisis, Fox continued. “He added Kennedy's 
statements had implied presidential failure to get the 
hostages released, Us. biame in the situation and 
called them, “very damaging to our country, the es- 
tablisnment of our principles, the maintenance of 
ther and the acheiving of our goais to keep the 
peace and get our hostages released " 

He used it (the conference) as an opportunity to 
lambaste Kennedy for what he considered irres- 
ponsible statements,” said Fox 

Dorman said Carter, “obviously is going to vent 
his wrath on the nearest person, Kennedy,’ because 
of the presidential race. He added that while no sup- 
porter of Kennedy, he did admire him for being tne 
first to come out against admitting the shah into the 
United States for treatment 

They're both trying to get the same job," Kando 
said, “While | side with Carter, while | think 
Kennedy's foreign policy would be more disastrous 
than Carter's, | don't think that he has committed any 
kind of harm 


| want the world to know that | am not going to 
resume just business as usual as a partisan cam- 
paigner on the campaign trail until our hostages are

New policy 
on raises 
questioned

A new policy which takes a “firm 
stand’ on merit raises for food ser- 
vice employees will be enforced 
this semester, said Hornet Foun 
dation Director Dale Brostrom 

Returning employees must now 
work 250 hours during the 
previous semester to qualify for 
the five cent an hour raise which 
was previously considered ar- 
bitrary, Brostrom said 

Employee Patti Martin worked 
249 5 hours last semester and wiil 
not receive the raise Martin, who 
has worked for the foundation for 
two vears, considered the raise she 
received each semester 
automatic 

“The principle of the thing dis- 
turbs me,” Martin said Em 
ployees don't know about policies 
or the chance to get the five cent 
raise, she added 

Brostrom said the policy was 
made last September and sent out 
inamemo “We decided to take a 
firm stand since raises had been 
given arbitrarily off and on before 
Brostrom said “We want to en 
courage employees to Stay 
through the semester, not quit two 
or three weeks before the end 


All returning casual em 
ployees of the Hornet Foundation 
Food Service Operation are en- 
titled to a five cent pay raise ac 
cording to the 1980 labor 
agreement between the foun 
dation and Service Employees 
International Union CAUSE Loca! 
87, said CAUSE representative 
Mac Proctor 

Thus far only 27 casual workers 
have received the raise 

A ‘casual employee” is not 
regularly employed to work a 
predetermined work schedule but 
is scheduled to work less than 20 
hours per week Although the 
Casual employees do not pay 
union dues, they are members of 
the bargaining unit, Proctor said 


The five cent raise was given °@ 


students if they were hired before 
Nov 1 of the previous fail semester 
or April 1 of the previous spring 
semester, said Thelma McHenry 
nead of foundation personnel and 
payroll 

A new policy was adopted last 
September and sent out inamemo 
by the foundation requiring anem 
ployee to work 250 hours the 
previous semester to qualify for 
the raise 


The contract does say casual 
workers are entitied to a raise of 
‘five cents per semester, except 
that meritous incfeases may be 
given to a higher wage rate 

Employees are entitied to the 
raise,” Proctor said, “first, because 
it is listed in the wage schedule 


and second because stipulating * 


certain number of hours is 4 
deviation from past practice 

The principle of the thing 
disgusts me,” said food service 
employee Patti Martin Martin has 
worked for the foundation for two 
years and is usually scheduled for 
approximately 18 hours per week 
She worked a total of 249 5 hours 
last semester and has not received 
the five cent raise

“It (he Koran) is constantly 
chanted on radio and TV 
throughout the Mosiem world The 
book is about three-fourths the 
length of the New Testament 
Devenny said “It is remarkable 
that it has been memorized in 
childhood by the bulk of the male 
population. its impact as a book on 
the Mosiem population is greater 
than that of the New Testament on 
the Christian population 

Devenny divided the Christian

islamic communciation, at least 
from the Catholic side of Chris 
tianity, into two epochs before 


Vatican Il and after Vatican Il Prior 
to Vatican II, the reaction in Spain 
and the West was a mentality not 
unlike the first Christian reactior 
to Boishevism and Marx 
according to Devenny 

Once the koran ceased to be 
an object of sheer fear, it became 
an object of study.” he said

Thomas Aquinas said Mohammed
